QUAKE.—Each additional arrival from South 
American swells tbe dreadful account of the 
numbers destroyed bj the recent earthquake 
in the Argentine republic. At first we weie 
told seven or eight thousand, then not less 
than eleven, and now, by an arrival at Bos- 
ton from Montevideo, with dates to the 17th 
nit., we learn that the number destroyed at 
Mendoza, and several small towns in the 
neighborhood of that city, cannot be less 
than 20,000. 


The Centinola Puntano, of March 30th, 


says : The reason is obscured, the soul sad- 
dened, to hear these phrases. Mendoza is 
to-day a mountain of ruins, under which 
remains sepulchred 20,000 of her inhabit- 
ants. 
Human intelligence cannot describe 


the sad picture that Mendoza and her adja- 
cent villages present. 
Scnor Don B. Oipl- 


lano, the last who has arrived from there, 
and who merits entire confidence, says that 
Mendoza, comprehending the capital, San 
Jose, San Vicente, Infernillo, Panquiqua, 
Plumerilla, and all the other inferior dia 
tricts, is to-day a mountain of rubbish and 
corpses—of the latter not less than 18,000 
to 20,000. 


In the space which was destroyed there 


could not have been less than 30,000 of 
both sexes. Calculating that in four leagues 
of the area there have perished four to each 
square, gives 20,T3G perished. 
Of mary 


families of twenty aud thirty not a sin«le 
member has been saved. 
Tht> delails^of 


the numerous letters from the unhappy per- 
sons who escaped are terrible; their suf- 
ferings for the first days were cruel; the nar- 
rative of so much suffering rends the heart. 
According to all the letters we have seen, it 
is believed that three-quarters of the whole 
population have perished.— N. Y, Herald.

a'. 
The Tribune says that the last rites to 


the great statesman will be'delayed nntil 
the arrival of the lads Stephen and Richard, 
Mr. Donglas' sons by a former marriage, 
wno hare been summoned from school at 
Georgetown, D. C., and will arrive there on 
Thursday morning. The funeral will take 
place on Thursday or Friday. '1'he body 
of. the deceased is now lying in state in 
Bryan Hall. It was embalmed shortly af- 
ter death by the injection '.into the arterial 
system, of a strong solution of arsenic, ar- 
resting the changes of nature, and will re- 
main unaltered during its exposure at the 
hall. . 
' - 


Duration of the "War. 


On question of the duration of the war, 


the Chicago Tribune says—" We are able 
to announce on unquestionable authority 
that Gen. Scott has so far matured the 
plans for the war as to inform the President 
and cabinet that the last secession flag 
shall be torn down, the authority of the fed- 
eral government reinstated on every foot of 
American soil, and Jeff. Davis hung or 
driven out of the country within eleven 
•months from the'Urns when Fort Sumter 
was surrendered. About the 4th of March 
next he will hand over the Union, safe and 
sound, to its constituted and constitutional 
authorities. Old Lundy's Lane takes his 
time to map out the campaign and put his 
forces in the best fighting trim, and then 
he always wins at the time of day he agrees 
to. He has taken the contract to wind up 
the disunion business within eleven months 
from the I3th of April, and he will do it. 


" We understand that it is a part of Gen. 


Scott's plan to occupy Virginia and Ten- 
nsssee completely on or before the 20th of 
July™ 
Sixty-five thousand northwestern 


troops will move down the Mississippi as 
far as Memphis nnder command of Gen'ls 
Fremont and McClellan, and remain, in 
camp until the sickly season is past, when 
they will move on toward the Balize, there 
meeting the conquering army of the Bast 
and celebrating "Washington's birth day in 
New Orleans." 


A CORRECT APPRECIATION'.—The " chiv- 


alry " of Virginia seems to have a whole- 
some dread, if not a correct appreciation of 
the prowess of the New York Zouaves.— 
"When'the government troops entered Alex- 
andria, the rebel soldiers scrambled hastily 
on board a railroad train which stood ready 
at the other end of the town, and in their 
hurry -to depart forgot the mail-bag. The 
Zouaves secured it as a trophy and sum- 
marily cracked it .open. Among its con- 
tents was a letter from a rebel officer in 
command at Alexandria, addressed to his 
superior in the Virginia lines, running af- 
ter this fashion : 


" Send eight thousand troops here imme- 


diately. We are momentarily expecting 
the-arrival of one thousand Zouaves from 
Washington." 


JUDGE TANET SUBSIDED.;—A correspond- 


ent of the New York Times says—-'''Judge 
Taney has finally subsided, after, for the 
third,time endeavoring to destroy the gov- 
ernment. 
If he again attempts to impede 


the progress of the administration, in its 
efforts to sustain the constitution and the 
laws, he will certainly be impeached ; but if 
he is content to be a law-abiding citizen, 
he will be permitted to totter into the grave 
without being oEcially branded as a trai- 
tor. 
I am told by a gentleman who visited 


tbe roughs that left Baltimore to join the 
rebels at Point of Bocks, that they have 
expressed a hearty disgust for the business 
in which they are engaged, and do not hes- 
itate to declare that if they once get out of 
their present position, they will never be 
caught ao again." 


WESTERS AJTD NORTHERN VIRGINIA.— 


Twenty-seven counties in western and nor- 
thern Virginia have a majority of 24,314 
against secession. Pendleton, an uncondi- 
tional Union mac, is elected to congress 
from the Harpers Ferry district (late Bot- 
tler's). He will take his place, notwith- 
standing the Virginia convention annulled 
the congressional-election. In addition to 
Mr. Pendleton, Mr. Carlisle and Mr. Brown, 
unconditional Union men, are elected from 
the western districts. There are probably 
two or three more Union 
representatives 


elected, and Virginia will be handsomely 
repreasnted. Messrs. Pendleton and Car- 
lisle have heretofore represented Virginia 
in congress, and are both gentlemen of dis- 
tinguished ability. 


A few days since, a woman at Ncwbury- 


port, Mass., committed suicide on hearing 
that one of her sons was in the federal ar- 
my, and another in the rebel ranks. 


PLAYED OUT.—It is said that the Lon 


don. Times has sent out another correspon 
dent—a Mr. Woods—because the letters ol 
Jir, Ropsell are not satisfactory.

In- 
telligence reached Fortress Monroe '.yester- 
day that a scouting party of Col. Alexan- 
der's regiment;had been taken prisoners by 
a body of 50 rebels near Hampton on the. 
previous day, but Gen. Butler doubted the 
report, from the fact that the country in 
that direction had been thoroughly recon- 
noitered and no such body of rebels could 
be discovered. 


The General however immediately order- 


ed. Col. Duryea's Zouaves .to pursue the reb- 
els and recapture the party if they had been 
taken.

,CHAPTER 4.—Extra .Session. 


An ACT to proyMo a military force for immediate ser- 


vice to aid in protecting and defending the Const!tn- 
tioii arid the Union. • 
Vie People of the State of Wisconsin 


represented in Senate and Assembly, do en- 
aU as follows. 


Section 1. For the better security and 


protection of tbe state, and to aid in enforc 
ing tho iaws and maintaining the au 
thority of the federal government, there 
shall be raibed and organized m this 
state, any number, not to exceed six regi 
ments ol infantry, inclusive of throe already 
called into the service of the United States 
in the discretion of the governor: Provided 
that if the fu 11 nrunber of six regiments rais 
ed as aforesaid, be mustered into the ser- 
vice of the United States, that then aud in 
that case the governor is hereby authorized 
and empowered in his discretion, to iaise 
organize and receive into the service of the 
state, two additional regiments of infantry 
to be.held as a reserve foree, subjected to 
be mustered into the service of the Unitec 
States, and as often as any call shall-be 
made by the general govern ment,and the for 
ces then enrolled shall be mustered into the 
service of the United States, it shall be law 
ful for the governor to accept-the services 
of so many additional volunteers, as shall 
be constantly equal to two regiments of re- 
serve force enrolled in advance of any reqai 
sition.made upon this state. 


SEC. 2.. For the purpose .of carrying into 


effect the foregoing section, the governor is 
hereby authorized and empowered to accept 
and muster into the military service of the 
state, such persons as shall volunteer, to be 
so mustered, and, who in conformity with 
the army regulations of the United States 
would, in like cases, be mustered :into the 
service of tbe United States, not to exceec 
the number requisite and necessary to com 
plete and make up the full number sped 
tied in .said foregoing section, computing 
the said regiments to contain not less than 
eight hundred and sixty-six, nor more than 
ten hundred and forty-six persons each, anc 
which shall be subject, upon the order b 
the comraander-in-chief. to be first used in 
case of actual hostilities against ,this,state 
or to be transferred to the military service 
of the general government whenever requir 
ed by the president: Provided, that two as 
sistant surgeons may, with the consent o 
the war department, be added to each regi 
ment, with the rank of lieutenant; to be ap 
pointed by the governor and paidoutof the 
"war" fund in the state.treasury. 


SEC. 
3. The said regiments shall be or 


ganized, armed and equipped, coniormably 
to the rules and regulations adopted for the 
government of the United States army, anc 
shall be informed as to the form, fashion 
and color of such uniform according to the 
direction of the governor of this state. 


•SEC. 4. 
Minors may be mustered into 


the said .regiments on the written consent 
of their parents or guardians, and those 
having no parent or gnardian raay;be mus- 
tered on the written consent of a justice 01 
the peace of the town or city where, for the 
time being, sach minor resides. The term 
of service of such regiments shall be for 
three years or while the exigency for which 
they were called ont shall exist, in the dis- 
cretion of the governor. But the governor 
may disband one or more" or all of such 
regiments at any time, if in his opinion 
their services are no longer required, either 
by the state or the United States. 


SEC. 
5. All and every person enlistee 


and mustered into said service shall be in- 
spected by tlie inspector general of the 
state or by such oisicer or officers, with the 
aid of such surgeon, as shall be designated 
by the commander-in-chief; they shall be 
mustered in the manner prescribed by the 
regulations for the army of the United 
States ; they shall be subject to all the laws 
and regulations established .for the govern- 
ment of the army of the United States anC 
of this state ; they shall take the oath here- 
inafter prescribed, and shall receive the 
same pay and emoluments as persons ol 
the same rank and grade in the service oi 
the United States, and each member of any 
volunteer company, heretofore or hereafter 
mustered into the service of this state shall 
draw pay from the time of his actual en 
listment in such company: Provided, that 
not more than one month's pay shall be 
allowed for lime, prior to the acceptance of 
such company by the proper authorities: 
Provided, such pay and emolument shall in 
no case exceed the sum of one hundred 
and twenty-five dollara per month to any 
officer until mustered into the service of the 
United States. 
. '' 


SEC. 
G. Such part of sach force as the 


governor may deem expedient in addition 
to such as may have been mustered into 
the service of the United States, and not 
exceeding the number'of reserved regi- 
ments provided for in section one of this 
act, shall from time to time put on a course 
of drill and instruction by regiments, and 
shall be transported to and from any regi- 
mental rendezvous ordered by the comman- 
der-in-cheif, at the expense of the state. 


SEC. 
7. When any person shall be mus- 


tered into the service of this state under 
;he provisions of this act he shall take the 
following oath or affirmation which shall 
:>e administered to him Tjy the mustering 
officer or some other person authorized by 
.aw to administer oaths: "I, 
,-do sol- 


emnly swear (or affirm) that I will bear 
true allegiance to the United States of 
America and to the state of Wisconsin; 
that I will servo them honestly and'faith 
ful- 


ly against all their enemies and opposers 
whatsoever, and that I will observe and 
obey the orders of the-president of the Uni- 
ted States, the governor of this state, and 
the .officers .appointed' ove'r me,' according 
to the rules:and articles for the government 
of the armies of the United States and of 
this state." Tho mustering officer or the 
iflicer administering such.oath or affirraa- 
ion, 
shall certify on the muster foil that 


the persons whose .names appear ^thereon 
did take the said oath or affirmation, which 
certificate, signed by him, shall be sufficient 
evidence that the persons named therein 
Jid take .the said oath or affirmation before 
lim. 


SEC. 
8. The Paymaster General appoin- 


:ed under the laws of this state before en- 
tering upon the duties of bis office, shall 
give a bond to the people of this state, with 
jood and sufficient sureties to be approved 
sy the Governor, .Secretary of State and 
State Treasurer, in such sum as they shall 
jirect, and conditioned faithfnlly to account 
or all moneys and public property which 
je may receive from this state or any offi- 
cer thereof, and to discharge the duties of 
lis office with fidelity. 


SEC. 
9. Payments shall be made to the 


itate troops monthly, on muster and ,pay 
oils in accordance with the system and reg- 
ulations (as near as may be) adopted by the 
jay-departments of the United States ar- 
ny, and to that end the Secretary of State 
ind State Treasurer, with tbe • approval, of 
he Governor, nre hereby authorized and 
empowered to make all needful rules and 
regulations, therein prescribing the mode 
n which said pay-rblls and payments there- 
m shall be made, and the manner in which 
he Paymaster's accounts shall be kept, re- 
urned a n d settled.

SEC. 
10. The paymaster shallj previous 


o each monthly payment to be.madeto the 
tate troops, make and certify and file with 
be Secretary of State an accurate estimate, 
certified by tbe Governor, of the' moneys 
which will be due to the state troops, a'nd 
ither necessary expenses required': to be 
jaid-for military purposes-under the provis* 
ons of-this;act, hot including amounts ne- 
cessary for the purchase of arms and muni- 
JODB of war, Upon receiving Buch esti. 


' mate, the Secretary of State shall draw his 
warrant upon the State Treasurer, payable 
out of the war fund, in favor ot said pay- 
master, for the amount necessary to pay 
such sums, and the State Tteasurer shall 
pay the same on presentation thereof. The 
paymaster shall account to the Secretary of 
State monthly, forall moneys received and 
disbursed, the same to be accompanied by 
the proper vouchers therefor, which said ac- 
counts shall be laid before the legislature 
at its next sxicceedmg session. 


SEC. 11. The officers, non-cotnmissioned 


^officers, musicians, and privates of the mili- 
tary force mustered into the service of this 
state, by virtue of tbe provisions of this 
act, shall be subject to be tried by courts of 
.martial for all , offences prescribed: in the 
laws of the United States, entitled " an act 
for estabhsing rules and articles for the gov- 
ernment u< the armies of the United States," 
and amendments thereto, Icnown.as "articles 
of war," provided that punishment by flog- 
ging or branding shall not in any case be 
inflicted. General and: regimental courts- 
martial shall be organized-and'governed, as 
near as may be, in conformity with the saic 
articles of war, and the rules and- regula- 
tions established..for the government of the 
United Sfates army. The Commander-in- 
Chief is hereby authorized to establish al' 
necessary rales and regulations for 'the or- 
ganization and government, of. such courts, 
:and for carrying into effect their decisions 
in conFqrraity,'as near as may be; with saic 
articles of war, and said laws and regula- 
tions, of the. United States. 


Sec. 12. .The quartermaster general, reg- 


imental quartermaster and officers of the 
commissary department,.-shall each give 
bonds to the people of the state,, with gooc 
und sufficient sureties, to be approved by 
the governor, secretary of state and state 
treasurer, in.'such sums as they shall direct, 
with like conditions as is .provided in .the 
bond to be executed by the paymaster, as 
above prescribed ; and their account shal! 
ba kept and made out in the same manner, 
as near as may be, as. is required, by the 
system and regulations governing the quar- 
termaster general and commissary, depart- 
ment in the army of the United States, and 
returned monthly to the secretary of state. 


Sec. 13. The governer shall have pow- 


er and it shall be his duty, whenever it be- 
comes necessary in order to maintain the 
regiments of this state which may be in the 
service of the United States in full force, 
to establish one or more recruiting, offices, 
under such regulations as he may think 
proper, for the.enlistment of men.to supply 
any deficiency which may at any time exist 
in their ranks and to take all the necessary 
steps and measures to place the men so en 
listed in their proper regiments. 


Sec. 14. The governor is hereby em- 


powered through the proper military de- 
partment, to purchase and distribute all 
necessary :military stores, whether of sub- 
sistence, clothing, pay, medicine, field and 
camp equipage, not including arms, muni- 
.tions and equipments, which shall be prop- 
erly accounted for to the legislature, and 
at the . disbanding of said force he shall 
store the property of, the state in as good 
condition as practicable at.the seat of gov- 
ernment or at such other place as he may 
deem best. 
Such reports shall account for 


all moneys received.and disbursed, descrip- 
tion and cost of all articles purchased. 
He 


shall have power, through the proper mili- 
tary departments to collect and distribute 
all arms and equipments or any of the mil 
. itary property of this state, whether in the 
hands of volunteer companies or otherwise. 


Sec. 15. The governor is hereby author- 


ized to make such compensation to the sev- 
eral officers of. the general staff actually 
called into the service of the state as, in his 
opinion, shall be just and equitable: Pro- 
vided, That such compensation shall not 
exceed the pay of officers of the United 
States army, occupying like positions and 
discharging similar duties. 


Sec. 16. The governor is hereby author- 


ized to fix and designate the relative rank 
of tho field officers of all regiments muster- 
ed into active service under this act, and 
after such relative ,rank shall have been 
designated,.in all cases where vacancies 
shall occur, such vacancies shall be filled 
by the officer of the highest rank in the 
next lower grade until such vacancy shall 
be filled by appointment of the governor. 


Sec. 17. There is hereby appropriated 


out of the "war fund "'.in the state treasu- 
ry, an amount of money sufficient to pay 
all warrants drawn in conformity with the 
provisions of this act: Provided, The whole 
amount appropriated shall ijo.t exceed one 
million of dollars, inclusive'.olf the two hun- 
dred thoBsand dollars appropriated by sec- 
tion three of chapter two hundred and 
twenty-nine, of the general laws of 1861. 


Sec. 18. 
This'acfc shall take.effeot and 


be in force from and after its passage.
